Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1942. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  suggests  with  a  view  to  economy 
in  paper  and  printing,  all  Reports  shall  again  be  curtailed. 
Consequently  many  matters  are  not  given  as  fully  as  hitherto, 
but  particulars  are  filed  for  future  use. 

Civil  Defence. 

Much  time  has  again  been  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
in  connection  with  Civil  Defence  work  and  the  collection 
of  salvage,  nevertheless  essential  work  has  been  well  maintained 
and  any  new  regulations  have  been  given  such  attention  as  was 
possible.  Duties  connected  with  Infectious  Diseases,  Food, 
Water  and  Scavenging  have  all  been  attended  to.

Population— 6,008. 

The  population  as  given  by  the  Registrar  General  shows  a 
decrease  of  57  for  the  year.  The  birth  and  deaths  rates  are  171 
and  108  respectively,  against  13  0  and  123  in  1941.  the 
corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  for  1942  were  15 ‘8 
and  1  1  ‘6.  Considering  the  severity  of  the  weather  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  when  there  was  a  great  increase  in  sickness, 
the  death  rate  can  be  again  considered  satisfactory.  The  principal 
causes  of  death  were  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  24,  and 
cancer  10  out  of  a  total  of  66.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  19 
against  87  for  last  year,  for  England  and  Wales  it  was  49.  The 
maternal  mortality  death  rate  was  nil  ,  as  was  the  case  last  year. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Total  notifications  63,  against  246  in  1941,  of  which  181 
were  measles  and  59  whooping  cough. 

There  was  one  notification  of  cerebro-spinal  fever — a  fatal 
case.  There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
measles  and  whooping  cough.  There  were  2  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  2  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  unusually  prevalent  during  the  year,  there 
being  36  cases.  This  outbreak  was  in  accord  with  the  usual 
recurring  cycle  of  Infectious  Diseases.  The  cases  were  without 
exception  very  mild,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  mothers 
now-a-days  go  out  to  work  and  many  houses  are  occupied  to 
the  fullest  limit,  every  room  being  used,  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  treat  as  many  cases  at  home  as  one  would  have  liked, 
especially  having  regard  to  the  mildness  of  the  illnesses.  This 
has  greatly  increased  the  costs  for  hospital  treatment  as  com¬ 
pared  with  several  previous  years  when  the  hospital  expenses 
have  been  almost  negligible. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

There  has  been  a  complete  absence  of  this  disease.  Over 
90  per  cent,  of  the  school  children  were  immunised  during  1941. 

In  January,  the  Immunisation  Sub-Committee  decided  that 
clinics  should  be  held  with  the  particular  object  of  contacting 
children  under  5.  The  propaganda  instituted  to  bring  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  matter  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  to  the 
notice  of  the  public,  included  the  placing  of  posters  in  various 
parts  of  the  Village,  particular  use  being  made  of  the  Council’s 
Notice  Board  at  the  Dam  Flead  for  the  display  of  five  full  sized 
posters  dealing  with  different  aspects  of  the  disease  and  its 
prevention.  Posters  were  also  distributed  to  various  shops 
throughout  the  district  and  hand  bills  were  given  out.  Also  with 
the  willing  consent  of  the  Manager  of  the  local  Cinema,  a  slide 
announcing  the  forthcoming  Clinics  was  shown  at  every  perfor¬ 
mance  for  about  a  week  before  the  holding  of  the  Clinics. 
Circulars  dealing  with  Diphtheria  with  an  attached  consent  form 
for  parents  to  sign  were  distributed  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
and  also  through  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  school  teachers 
who,  after  ascertaining  the  number  of  children  in  the  schools 
who  had  not  been  immunised,  sent  circulars  by  such  children 
to  their  homes.  Shop  window  cards  were  also  used  and  the  date 
and  purposes  of  the  Clinic  was  advertised  in  the  local  press. 
After  the  consent  forms  had  been  returned  to  the  Council  Offices, 
a  card  giving  the  date  and  time  of  the  Clinic  was  sent  to  the 
parent  of  every  child  from  whom  consent  forms  were  received. 

This  scheme  followed  on  the  scheme  of  the  previous  year 
whereby  children  in  the  schools  were  given  the  opportunity  to 
be  immunised  and  which  had  proved  to  be  successful — over 
90  per  cent,  of  the  school  children  were  immunised.  Neverthe¬ 
less  a  number  of  school  children  who  had  not  been  treated 
during  the  previous  year  came  along  to  the  special  Clinics,  and 
in  this  way  further  increased  the  high  percentage  of  protection. 
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At  the  first  Clinic  67  children  received  their  first  injection,  • 
and  of  these  61  were  present  on  the  due  date  for  the  second 
injection,  and  the  6  outstanding  cases  were  visited  and  their 
immunisation  completed  at  home. 

Later  in  the  year  the  Sub-Committee  decided  that  a  further 
series  of  Clinics  should  be  held  in  the  autumn.  Lists  of  young 
children  were  prepared  from  the  Registrar  s  Returns,  Gas  Mask 
Registers  and  the  Child  Welfare  Register.  These  lists,  after 
eliminating  the  names  of  all  those  who  were  already  on  the 
Immunisation  Register,  were  handed  to  the  Health  Visitor  in 
order  that  she  might  make  personal  contact  with  the  parents  and 
distribute  the  Circular  Consent  Forms  for  them  to  fill  up  and 
return  to  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  or  the  Council  Offices.  The 
school  teachers  again  very  willingly  agreed  to  co-operate  with 
us  and  issued  circulars  to  all  new  school  entrants. 

At  the  Clinic  held  on  14th  October,  48  children  came  for 
their  first  injection,  and  of  these  34  received  their  second  on  the 
1  1th  November.  It  was  very  unfortunate  that  in  the  interval 
between  the  two  injections,  outbreaks  of  scarlet  fever  and 
mumps  occurred  in  the  district,  which  accounted  for  the  14  not 
being  able  to  come  along  for  their  second  injection,  but  the 
treatment  was  completed  in  all  cases  either  in  their  homes  or  at 
subsequent  Clinics. 

As  further  requests  for  immunisation  were  steadily  coming 
in,  another  Clinic  on  the  16th  December,  when  27  children  under 
5  and  21  of  school  age  received  their  first  injection,  and  5  their 
second,  a  total  of  53  altogether.  Of  the  48  first  injections,  43 
received  their  second  on  the  13th  January,  1943. 

Further  Clinics  were  held  in  February  and  March,  1943. 

General  Observation  on  Infectious  Diseases. 

Th  e  year  1942  witnessed  a  return  not  only  of  scarlet  fever 
but  also  of  mumps,  measles  and  chicken  pox,  which  diseases 
have  always  exhibited  the  characteristic  of  recurring  in  cycles. 
Th  e  one  infectious  disease  which  we  had  every  reason  to  think 
might  also  have  joined  in  this  recurrence  as  its  cycle  was  much 
overdue  was  diphtheria,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  not  a 
single  case  occurred.  Seeing  that  we  have  now  passed  through 
two  years  and  a  half  without  any  child  taking  this  disease,  it 
certainly  does  justify  us  in  ascribing  this  happy  state  of  affairs 
to  the  fact  that  immunisation  started  over  two  years  ago  is 
having  an  amazing  effect,  for  never  before  in  my  17  years  as 
your  Medical  Officer  has  there  been  such  freedom  from  this 
always  serious  disease. 
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This  is  not  due  to  improved  sanitation,  for  since  the  war 
began  deterioration  in  domestic  sanitation  has  been  inevitable 
owing  to  scarcity  of  labour  and  cleaning  materials,  and  to  the 
less  frequent  removal  of  refuse,  now  only  fortnightly  instead  of 
weekly.  As  many  mothers  have  duties  outside  their  own  homes, 
billeting  of  strangers,  &c.,  sanitary  matters  have  not  been  able 
to  have  the  same  attention  as  in  pre-war  days,  and  environmental 
set  back  accompanied  as  it  is  in  man}7  cases  by  occupation  of 
houses  to  their  fullest  capacity,  many  being  overcrowded  to  a 
greater  degree  than  would  be  permissible  in  normal  times.  With 
all  this  hygienic  deterioration  something  else  has  come  to  our 
assistance,  and  that  is  immunisation,  of  which  the  public  have 
so  largely  and  so  wisely  availed  themselves. 

Vaccination. 

Owing  to  the  neglect  of  vaccination  there  are  now  quite  a 
considerable  number  of  children  in  the  area  who  will  be  a  grave 
danger  to  themselves  and  to  the  public  in  the  event  of  an  out¬ 
break  of  small  pox.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  are 
dangerous  times,  for  after  every  war  during  the  last  50  and  more 
years  there  have  been  outbreaks  of  small  pox  in  this  country, 
and  this  time  it  is  especially  so  as  the  present  war  is  so  wide¬ 
spread  and  embraces  particularly  areas  of  the  world  such  as 
the  East  Indies  and  parts  of  Africa  where  the  disease  is  always 
present  owing  to  the  fact  that  only  a  mere  fringe  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  can  possibly  get  the  benefits  of  vaccination,  which  all 
civilised  countries  enjoy. 

Small  pox  was  formerly  the  most  serious  of  all  children’s 
diseases,  a  fact  which  many  people  seem  to  forget.  It  has  been 
and  can  be  prevented  by  adequate  vaccination,  for  wherever 
the  world  over  vaccination  has  been  adopted,  there  has  been  a 
gradual  and  in  many  countries  total  elimination  of  this  death¬ 
dealing  disease.  Even  if  the  patient  is  fortunate  enough  to 
survive,  the  permanent  sickening  disfiguration  remains  to  blight 
the  life  for  all  time. 

As  is  mentioned  above  we  have,  during  the  past  2/j  years, 
witnessed  the  complete  absence  of  diphtheria  since  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  immunisation,  as  in  former  days  the  public  witnessed 
the  disappearance  of  small  pox  following  the  introduction  of 
vaccination. 

Vaccination  is  the  well-spring  of  emancipation  from  the 
world’s  most  loathsome  disease.  Are  you  contributing  your 
share  towards  maintaining  that  emancipation  is  a  question  which 
might  well  be  asked  of  a  number  of  parents  in  Lymm,  or  are  you 
depending  on  other  people  being  vaccinated  in  order  to  keep 
out  the  disease  ?

Housing. 

Owing  to  the  difficulties  of  the  property  owner  in  getting 
material  and  labour  for  house  repairs,  it  may  be  that  the  general 
level  of  house  property  has  somewhat  declined  ;  this  has 
increased  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  many  more  visits 
than  would  under  other  conditions  have  been  sufficient  have  had 
to  be  made  in  order  to  maintain  houses  in  a  sanitary  condition. 
Details  of  such  matters  as  housing,  water  supply,  drainage,  food 
inspection,  infectious  diseases,  &c.,  will  be  found  in  the  appro¬ 
priate  special  sections  of  this  report. 

Water. 

The  water  supply  has  on  testing  been  consistently  good. 
Chlorination  of  the  whole  supply  was  commenced  in  1939. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the 
invaluable  help  and  co-operation  which  all  members  of  the 
Council  and  Staff  have  given  me.

1  .—(f)  WATER. — There  were  no  new  sources  or  improve¬ 
ment  to  existing  sources  and  no  extension  of  mains. 

The  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  water  is  controlled  by  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination. 

(if)  DRAINAGE  AND  Sewerage. — The  drainage,  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  include  most  of  the  district  and  some  extensions 
are  contemplated. 

2.  — RIVERS  AND  Streams. — The  two  sewage  works  generally 
speaking  gave  satisfactory  effluents  to  the  Lancashire  Rivers 
Board,  but  a  new  sewage  purification  scheme  is  in  course  of 
preparation. 

The  present  system  of  purification  is  land  filtration.  The 
Council’s  post  war  programme  provides  for  mechanical  methods 
of  purification. 

3.  — (i)  Closet  Accommodation. — The  number  of  conversions 
from  the  conservancy  system  to  water  carriage  was  nil.  About 
98  per  cent,  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  clean 
water  closets. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  Cleansing. — The  collection  of  domestic  waste, 
trade  waste  and  street  sweepings  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.

The  Public  Analyst  reports  as  follows — 

“It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Public  Analyst  has 
certified  all  the  samples,  with  the  exception  of  one,  as  of  genuine 
quality. 

The  one  exception  concerns  a  sample  of  Syrup  of  Figs 
which  was  certified  as  containing  CM  per  cent,  of  undeclared 
purgative  and  also  contained  an  undeclared  preservative.  On 
investigation  it  was  found  that  the  article  had  been  in  the  shop 
for  a  long  time,  and  that  the  bottles  now  being  issued  by  the 
manufacturers  bear  a  label  declaring  the  presence  of  these 
ingredients.” 

SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  13  notifications  of  measles  and  1  whooping 
cough. 

The  Council  provides,  free  of  cost,  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid 
for  artificial  immunisation  against  diphtheria. 

During  the  year  16  swabs  were  submitted  for  examination 
for  diphtheria.  All  were  negative.
